Committee, announced flatly that. 
he would support it. | 

In view of the fact that both 
Martin and Taber voted against 
the passage of the lease-lend bill, | 
their stand on the appropriation 
made it obvious that the latter 
would go through by a much 
larger vote than did the program 
for which it provides the cash. 
Taber estimated that. not more 
than 50 or 55 Republicans would 
oppose it. | 

He told reporters after the con- 
ference that while he thought | 
many provisions of the lease-lend | 
bill itself were “fantastic,” con- | 
gress by passing it had _ fixed)

Loan Rate Bill 
Virtually Killed 


A bill regulating salary buyers 
and increasing the legal rate of 
interest on loans under $300 was 
virtually killed for the _ session 
yesterday when the state senate 
voted 23 to 14 to postpone action 
indefinitely. 

Objection to the measure was 
based on a section increasing the 
small loan interest rate from 1.5 
per cent to 3.5 per cent on loans 
up to $150 and to 2.5 per cent 
on loans from $150 to $300. 

Proponents argued that salary 
buyers and scme agencies were 
charging ‘“‘more than 100 per cent 
interest per year” and contended 
that the increases suggested by 
their measure limited interest to 
42 per cent per year.

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We Are at War 

President Roosevelt’s speech of Saturday 
night was the most significant and important 
_ pronouncement made by any public figure in 
American life since President Wilson sent his 
historic war message to congress, 

The Roosevelt address formally told the 
world the full import of the enactment of the 
Lease-Lend bill; that the era of isolationism 
in the United States is at an end and hence- 
forth this country will boldly meet the world 
challenge to its high destiny, which is to 
champion the cause of human rights and the 
independent dignity of the individual man. 


Some day this nation will open the road 
to all men, of all nations, races and creeds, 
to life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness. 
It has taken a long stride in that direction in 
the last seven cays. 

The speech was addressed to several au- 
diences. It was directed to the American peo- 
ple in its declaration that an all-out effort by 
a united people is essential to the cause to 
which we have set ourselves. It was directed 
to the embattled nations which have halted 
the march of the dictators, steeling their 
courage with a new assurance of ultimate vic- 
tory. It was directed to the dictators them- 
selves, putting them on notice that their evil 
ambitions shall not triumph. It was directed 
to the millions now under the iron control of 
the totalitarian rulers, telling them to hold 
fast to hope and to wait in patience for that 
fast approaching day when they may again 
join with the forces of freedom to rewin that 
liberty which once they knew. 

By enactment of the Lease-Lend bill, with 
the undeniable approval of the vast majority 
of American people, this country placed itself 
on record as committed to the cause of the 
foes of Hitlerism. President Roosevelt's speech 
put into words that commitment. It means 
that, in all practical result, this country is 
today at war against the Axis powers. 


Not all citizens of a nation which is a bel- 
ligerent serve with the armed forces. The men 
and women in the factories, in the lines of 
supply, are nowadays as vital to victory as 
are the men in the front line of combat. 


The United States today is at war in that 
same degree. We do not, and may never have 
to, furnish men to bear arms and to kill 
or be killed. We are, emphatically, furnishing 
the arms to the warriors and are, thereby, as 
much a part of the war effort as are the 
workers in the arms factories of Britain her- 
self, 

There is, of course, direct implication, both 
in the President’s speech and in the situation 
itself, that we shall have to assure the safety 
of the vessels which carry our products across 
the Atlantic. This may mean the providing of 
naval convoys. There is no use in making 
planes and tanks and guns if we permit the 
“bridge of ships” that carries them to Brit- 
ain to collapse. 


To that extent, this nation is not unlikely 
to enter the war as an active belligerent. If 
necessary the people will, beyond question, ap- 
prove such a course. 

But let no man doubt that, from now on, 
we are committed fully to a war status as 
the arsenal for the embattled democracies. 

If there be any who so doubt, on this side 
of the Atlantic, be assured that Adolf Hitler, 
Benito Mussolini and all their informed aides, 
know it full well. For they know, regardless 
of their public words, that the now ac- 
knowledged participation of this country, with 
all its resources and ability, dooms their cause 
to ultimate defeat, 

The most important part of the speech, 
from the American standpoint, however, is its 
call for all-out effort, which means a nation 
united for one cause. Nothing, not the selfish- 
ness of capital nor the blindness of irrespon- 
‘sible labor leaders, must be allowed, from now 
on, to hinder by one minute the making and 
delivery of a single plane or ship or gun or 
tank. 

President Roosevelt called for “speed in

| THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 
CHURCHILL LOOKS TO US WASHINGTON, March 17.— 


Shortly before leaving London, 
an astute American official who has just returned to this country 
had a long farewell talk with Winston Churchill, Many aspects of 
the war situation, and particularly the aid expected from the United 
States by Britain, were frankly discussed between the two men, 
who have been on a footing of friendly intimacy for some years. 
The American’s brief but succinct account of this talk is of par- 
ticular interest, as showing the reliance now placed on us by the 
British. 

According to the American, Churchill was sober but hopeful. 
He did not seek to minimize for an instant the dangers of the 
months immediately ahead. Grave air raid damage, grave shipping 
losses, grave tests of Britain’s courage and military strength—to 
all these he looked forward with open eyes. Like our own ex- 
perts, he was strongly inclined to believe that the danger to Britain’s 
shipping lifelines would prove the most serious, but beyond this 
avoided exact predictions. 

Nor did he seek to exaggerate the aid the United States can 
extend to Britain during the oncoming crisis. He showed he was 
under no delusions as to its practical limitations, yet firmly pro- 
claimed his faith that Britain’s resistance could be fully main- 
tained through the spring and summer and into the autumn and 
next winter. 

Then, however, when the immediate crisis would be over, he 
looked to this country to play its great role. Then, he said, Britain 
would need supplies of all sorts, not in driblets but in vast quanti- 
ties, to staunch her summer-given wounds, And by then, he went 
on, the United States’ defense program should be really under way, 
and we ought to be functioning at last as a true arsenal of de- 
mocracy. 


PLEASANT TO REPORT = Such, unquestionably, is the British 

strategy—to get through the spring 
and summer with such quick help as we can give, and then to 
stage a comeback ‘when we are ready with larger aid. Although 
no one doubts that the months ahead will be very terrible, our 
military and naval experts are generally inclined to agree that this 
strategy is feasible. Granting that the worst danger is to Britain’s 
shipping, the attacks on British shipping cannot prove knockout 
blows, if the authorities here are correct that Britain now has re- 
serves of both food and munitions sufficient to last until autumn. 
The British food ministry, for example, is said to be so confident 
of its plentiful stores that some increase in the crucial fat ration is 
being considered. 

But for Americans, the really striking aspect of the British strat- 
egy is the heavy reliance placed on us. Can this country do the 
job? That is the big question. 

After months of rather gloomy reports about the defense pro- 
gram, it is pleasant to be able to say that the signs are finally 
turning favorable. First, the program laid out last summer, though 
inadequate, is at least coming into quantity. production well ahead 
of schedule. Second, the scope of planning and preparation has 
been properly expanded in the consolidated schedule of British and 
American needs worked out by the cabinet war committee which 
Harry L. Hopkins serves as secretary. With this schedule to keep 
to, the men in charge of the defense effort know where they are 
going and how soon they must get there. And third, in the Office 
of Production Management and at the Army and Navy. Depart- 
ments, a proper sense of urgency has appeared, and simultaneously, 
perhaps as a result of this, the production organization at last seems 
to be functioning smoothly and energetically. 

The third and main point cannot be

precisely documented, yet no one who 


talks to the men in charge of defense production can fail to notice 
the sharp change of atmosphere. Only a few weeks ago, dis- 
couragement and a certain feeling of aimlessness were frankly and 
almost universally admitted to. Now, as one man puts it, “the 
stuff is starting to come off the lines, and the thing is really 
jelling.” 

There are also minor bits of factual supporting evidence. For 
instance, the Army Air Corps plan for further expanding air pro- 
duction capacity has already run the gantlet in the Army, is now 
being mulled over by the OPM, and is slated for prompt approval. 
When the air corps began to push its plan, in mid-February, there 
were but 45 days before the deadline of April 1, the last moment 
when the expansion could be ordered in time to be ready in 1942. 
Then it seemed as though the deadline could never be met. Now 
the likelihood is that the deadline will be handsomely beaten. 

Of course, nothing is perfect, and there are still serious de- 
fects in defense planking. Probably the worse is the failure to 
include in the requests for appropriations for the Army, Navy and 
the British sufficient sums to pay for such plant expansion as the 
Army Air Corps contemplates in the air industry. If plant expan- 
sion is planned and paid for in advance, production increases far 
more rapidly than if expansion is allowed merely to depend on the 
placement of large orders for finished goods. Much more than the 
10 per cent now allowed for it will have to be spent on direct plant 
expansion if the $35,000,000,000 defense program is to be finished 
as soon as it should be. But correcting minor defects is always 
easy, so long as the realities of the main problem have been square-

ARE YOU FROM DIXIE? a ORLEANS, La., March 17.—

, you are one of those hard-work- 
ing citizens who hasn’t had time to go into the study of southern 
economics and know just vaguely that the south has been taking 
a beating from eastern influences, this will interest you. 

General Leonard Wood, head of the Sears Company, sent to 
the meeting of the Southern Governors’ Association Mr. Charles A. 
Walker. Mr. Walker is vice president in charge of southern in- 
dustrial development. Mr. Walker said: “In my work here in 
the south we are hampered by your excessive freight rates on ship- 
ments from the south, north, east, or west. Before we can estab- 
lish more factories and ship economically, the freight problem must 
be solved and rates established comparable with rates on merchan-— 
dise shipped from northern points to our places im, the south.” , 


That sums up the situation very well indeed. That is what is 
meant when a speaker denounces discriminatory freight rates. That 
is what is meant when it is charged that eastern industrialists, 
through control of national politics for 75 years, have kept the south 
from developing industrially so that their own industrial plants in 
the east may reap the profits. 


That is the chief reason why the south is the economic problem 
No. 1. It is. But that condition grows largely out of causes which 
the south has not been able to control. High tariffs and brazenly 
unfair freight rates have been in effect for almost a century and 
have, all that time, been lifting wealth out of the south and pre- 
venting industry from coming south. 


You didn’t know this sort of thing had been going on? 

Well, it has. And worse. It still is going on. The Southern 
Governors’ Association has been able to get certain products ex- 
cluded from the rates. But so great is the political pressure on 
the Interstate Commerce Commission and so one-sided and preju- 
diced have been its decisions for the past 75 years, that still today 
it is impossible for the south to obtain simple economic justice. 


CONCENTRATION OF INDUSTRY Today the south is the 


innocent bystander in 
another squeeze play. 


When the government first began its defense program, speed 
Was necessary. For that reason contracts were given to industries 
already in possession of large plants and plants which could be 
expanded. That was reasonable. 


The south had few of these plants because industry has re- 
mained in the north and east. The industrial belt, which has 
robbed the south of wealth for three-quarters of a century, ex- 
tends approximately from Boston to St. Louis. It was this belt 
which got the tremendous increases in defense industry. 


This was to be expected in the first rush of contracts. Now that 
the first and second rounds are over, it is important from the view- 
point of the national welfare that the south be given a part of 
the nation’s expansion. 


One thing which made the nation sick when the depression 
struck in 1929 was the heavy concentration of industry in the 
north and east. This set up large depressed areas. 

Since that time the trend had been toward the decentralization 
of industry. The south had been getting a share of it. The in- 
crease of industrialization in the south had not been large, but it 
was showing a sure increase. 

Then came the national defense program. 

The Army and Navy award the contracts. There is no con- 
sultation with a national planning board which would see the dis- 
astrous effect on the future if the south should be left out of the 
development of the industrial life of the nation. 

The trend, once started, already was showing results. The south 
is a part of the nation, even though it has not been treated as one 
by the administrations of the past 75 years. 

If the south is not allowed to develop it will remain a sick sec- 
tion and the remainder of the nation will suffer. This ought to be 
plain enough. The example of the past is a witness crying with a 
thousand tongues. 


MONSTROUS SITUATION It is a monstrous situation in that 

tariffs, for the benefit of an in- 
industrial east, have helped to break and ruin the farmers of the 
south and west. 

It is a monstrous situation that since the Civil War the indus- 
trial east and north have made it absolutely impossible for the 
industries of the south to compete with those of the north and east 
because of freight rates which are fantastically and almost unbe- 
lievably discriminatory against the south. 

Today the south has been given a few of the defense industries, 
most of which will die with the end of the war and the national 
emergency. The south has been given the army camps, which will 
be closed and sold as second-hand lumber and supplies once the 
emergency training of soldiers is done. 

To the industrial belt of the north and east, stretching from 
Boston to St. Louis, has gone the permanent industries. 

The south has begun to fight, but, as usual, it appears the cards 
are stacked. Unless Franklin D. Roosevelt, who has helped. the 
south more than any .other President since the Civil War, inter- 
venes, the fight is lost.

America’s creed includes the belief that our industries are the 
most efficient in the world and our people the most enterprising 
and quickest to show results. 

Perhaps.this is true of unhampered men who are trying to make 
a profit, but when these same men becomes public servants, some- 
thing happens to them. And whatever the something may be, it 
is rather humiliating. 

Here, for example, is a comparison which all Americans should 
study for the good of their souls and the safety of their skins. 

You know that Herr Goering heads the world’s greatest steel 
trust, with a capital of 800 million dollars. The story of one unit 
will show how it operates. 

When Hitler’s soldiers marched into Austria, engineers stopped 
on the bank of the Danube and began to dig. Days later, 25,000 
young Austrians arrived to help them put up a steel mill. 

Every item had been prepared in advance; every inch of the 
ground surveyed. Blueprints for the mill were complete to the 
last bolt; all building material was ready to ship in; wire and poles . 
for a new power line, ties and rails for new tracks, material to 
build a new harbor and docks—all of it arrived as needed, without 
delay or confusion. 

And 18 months after the troops marched in, the giant steel mill 
with a capacity of 750,000 tons was operating day and night, con- 
verting low-grade ore into steel that makes weapons. 

Now take a look at our record. 

In the early days of the last campaign, Mr. Roosevelt traded 
destroyers for naval and air bases vital to our safety. And work 
on the bases is still held up while we argue with the natives. 

Eighteen months ago our officials at last decided to build a 
smelter to handle Bolivian tin. War would find us helpless, for 
this tin must now be shipped tc smelters in England and then 
shipped back to us, and our only other source is in the Dutch 
East Indies, under the thumb of Japan. 

We must have tin. The only way to insure our supply is to 
get it from Bolivia and smelt it at home. Haste is vital. The very 
safety of our nation may depend upon it.

| Project Would Guard | 


Against Slump. 


WASHINGTON, March 17.— 
(UP)—President Roosevelt today 
placed before congress a $6,000,- 
000,000 six-year public works pro- 
gram which the National Re- 
sources Planning Board recom- 
mended to aid in stabilizing post- 
war employment and development 
of the nation’s natural resources. 


The program includes $3,157,- 


768,000 budgeted for public works 


spending in the fiscal year 1942 
and $2,346,013,000 proposed by the 
board for spending in subsequent 
years on water use and control, 
public land development, trans- 
portation and government plants. 


In a message accompanying the 
board’s report, the President re- 
minded the legislators that “na- 
tional defense is more than a mo- 
bilization of the nation’s armed 
strength.” He said it was equally 
important that public thought be 
focused on the “ideals and objec- 
tives of our national life.” 

“We must seek wider under- 
standing of the possibilities for 
that future we prepare to defend,” 
he said. 

The board proposed the estab- 
lishnfent of a revolving fund under 
which the President could direct 
immediate initiation of surveys, 
investigations and other technical 
work preparatory to the accumu- 
lation of a shelf of public works 
projects on which work could be 
begun quickly in time of need. 

Mr, Roosevelt approved this rec- 
ommendation, pointing out that, 
because of the current national 
emergency, projects not needed for 
defense have been temporarily de- 
ferred, 

“As a result we are now in the 
process of storing up a reservoir 
of nondefense public work which 
can: be loosed when the pace of 
rearmament slackens,” he said.

Editor's Note: This the 16th of a 
series of authoritative articles on modern 
dentistry as it affects every man, woman 
and child in Georgia, approved and re- 
leased by the Georgia Dental Association. 


Ihe first requisite in brushing 
the teeth is to obtain at least one 
good toothbrush. Children should 
use a small brush. Adults should 
use one of medium size. A brush 
not more than seven. tufts of 
bristles in length is the right size 
of adults. The bristles should be 
fairly stiff and should be set in 
widely spaced tufts so that they 
can easily be kept clean. It is eco- 
nomical to use at least two 
brushes, allowing the bristles of 
one to dry out thoroughly while 
the other is in use. 

The life of a brush will be 
creased if, after it is used, it 
thoroughly rinsed in-cold water 
and the excess moisture is shaken 
out. It should then be hung ina 
light, airy place to dry, The tooth- 
brush holder should be so con- 
structed that the bristles of one 
brush will not touch the bristles 
of another. A toothbrush should 
never be used by any one but its 
owner,
